Historians
are wtill much agog over the momentous
question how to write history, Is the
parrative of a series of events, or the
nurrative of o man‘s life, to be regarded
In the nature of a map or in the nuture
of a pieture? Do we read the past as
we lay ot a journey, the ohief object
heing that we may find our path and
not go astray at the wrong turning?
Or should we read, somewhat at least,
nx many would prefer to walk or to
ride abroad, for beauty and significance
of scene and the Ahilaration of motion?
